Do you know that we have two 
Ceiba Pentandras on the SAC 
campus now? 
' The tropical shade trees were 
given to the college by Mrs. Percy 
Bulley to. plant near the gym and 
science buildings now under con- 
struction. The agriculture depart- 
ment will plant them when the 
buildings are completed next 


spring. . 

Students in the horticulture 
class have transplanted the trees 
into .large five-gallon cans and 
stored them in the lath house, lo- 
cated by the tennis courts on the 
south west corner of the campus. 
- Noted for their huge size and 
thick base, the trees also produce 
commercial kapok, a popular -cot- 
ton substitute. Although the trees 
have spiny thorns to protect them 
when they are young, the thorns 
don’t do them much good in our 
Santa Ana winds; that is why they 
are stored in the lath ‘house, as 
the. enclosure ‘will protect them 
from “wind burn. 


The wood is white and brittle 
when cured and often used in in-. 
terior decoration. Kapok cannot 
be spun, but is used for stuffing 
in mattrsses and pillows and in 
life preservers. 

SAC Science Department Chair- 
man, J. Russel Bruff reports hav- 
ing seen the trees in Mexico, where 
they are native. Mature specimens 
can be viewed in San Clemente.

A common saying is: ‘It’s as bad to get beat by 1 poin 
as it is by 100 points.’ But after seeing the Dons mauled b 
Riverside, then just edged by a strong Phoenix club some 
doubt arises as to the validity of that statement.
